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III. REMARKS 

A. Prior Office Actions Basis 

1. Pending patent application having Serial No. 10/085,700 (now 
abandoned) was filed on February 26, 2002. An Office Action (Paper No. 8) was mailed 
from the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office to Applicants' attorneys on August 27, 2003. 

2. A Continuation Application submitted under 37 CFR Sec. 1.53(b) was 
filed in the U.S. Patent & Trademark Office on February 27, 2004 in response to Paper No. 
8. The Continuation Application was assigned Serial No. 10/788,781. 

3. A Notice To File Corrected Application Papers (Filing Date Granted) was 
mailed to Applicants' attorneys on May 19, 2004. The Notice stated that the Continuation 
Application having Serial No. 10/788,781 was informal since it did not comply with the 
regulations relating to (a) drawing Figs, pursuant to 37 CFR Sec. 1.84 and Sec. 1.121, and 
(b) submission of patent claim filing fees. 

4. The Notice To File Corrected Application Papers provided the 
Applicants two months to cure the discrepancies associated with the Continuation 
Application. 

B. Response Overview
